Kinh's arrival jin Canada was made 
doubly happy when it was learned that 
other members of his family have been 
sponsored in Toronto and are now living as 
a family unit there. All of them left 
Vietnam on different boats and went to 


. different camps on different islands. They 


have completely lost touch but he was told 
of his brother's arrival in Toronto in May of 
1979 when he arrived in Canada, By 
Thursday of last week, Kinh had managed 
to reach his brother and had talked with 
him on the telephone. It was agreed 
between them that Kinh's brother would 
come to visit him in Madoc on Sunday, 
when Kinh was again in for a pleasant 
surprise. Not only did his brother come to 
visit him, but two sisters and a niece as 
well. They are now living as a family unit. 
which Kinh hopes to become a part of in 
the near future. But, while happy at 
meeting these members of his family, he 
has not forgotten his brother in a North 
Vietnam prison, his parents and a sister in 
Saigon and his cousin and her family in 
Indonesia.

A boy and his team © 


One man upsets the applecart and 


ends a boy’s season early 


The controversy over the fact that 
Doug Reid cannot finish his year in OMHA 
hockey with the same team that he began 
with because Harry Smith had him 
declared an ineligible player has stirred up 
a lot of talk in both Marmora and Madoc 
and, in attempting to get the facts on the 
story, we have found that many people are 
very reluctant to speak on the subject. 
After looking into the topic and trying to 
sort it out, it is very easy to see why. 

An incident such as this calls the rules 
and to a certain extent, the whole structure 
of the minor hockey system into question. 
It seems unfair that a child should be

restricted from playing where he wants to. 
But it is even more unfair that rule can be 
used, as this one was, to ‘no one’s good and 
everyone's harm. ‘ 

Supporters of the minor hockey system 
point out - and we feel with a good deal of 
‘ustification - that there is a need for a 
structure and rules for a minor hockey 
system. The rules are put in place to 
protect the best interests of the boys and 
their teams. f 

The rule in question - eligibility for a 
certain team - tries to ensure that each 
centre will be able to develop to an equal 
level in minor hockey. It allows boys living 
in an area to play for only the team in that 
area - unless he gets a release from his own 
centre's Minor Hockey Association. 

The controversy in Madoc and Marmora 
did not come about until Doug's team 
seached the playoffs so. after playing the 
whole season there 4 oer the very 
manager that eventually had him declared 
ineligible, his team has one player taken 
off their roster with no chance of replacing 
him before they enter the playoffs. To me, 
the rule leaves something to be desired if a 
boy, any boy, is forced to leave a team that 
he has been playing with from the start of 
the season. If he was eligible to play 
throughout the regular season, and from 
what | understand there were no protests, 
then why should he be forced to quit when 
his team goes into the playoffs. 

Although he may have been ineligible 
from the first of the year and carding the 
players may only be a method of checking 
players once they reach the playoffs (it was 
explained to me at one point that Doug was 
not declared ineligible until the end of the 
season because it took that long to get 
through all of the cards) but the various 
minor hockey associations should check 
that out early in thesyear and force any 
changes at that point, so that those 
involved can make adjustments to their 
teams and the player in question can make 
whatever choices are open to him. I think 
there should be a cutoff date (five or ten 
weeks or even half way through the season) 
when. if there have been no complaints 
from any of the opposing teams, that 
player will be allowed to finish the year. 
There must at least be a way to prevent this 
from happening again. 

While Harry Smith is being singled out 
as the fall guy in this incident, I am not 
convinced that all of the blame should fall 
on his shoulders. What he did was 
certainly not in the best interest of anybody 
involved, including himself, but the trouble 
may have been nipped in the bud if it had 
been handled differently and at the 
beginning of the season. At the very least. 
the situation that occurred in the last few 
weeks may have been resolved to the 
mutual satisfaction of everyone. If 
exceptions have to be made to the rule, 
then make them end ensure that no one 
gets hurt in the meantime. To me, it’s a 
crime when too many rules and too many 
regulations prevent someone from doing 
what they feel is right for them.

Madoc boy barred | 
from playing in Marmora_,...... 


The minor hockey systems of Madoc 
and Marmora have met head to head in the 


’ playoffs this year. The result of this head to 


head competition would appear to be that 


_ Madoc will send two teams on to the next 


round of the playoffs while Marmora will 
algo have two teams advancing. But @ 
controversy appears to have developed in 
which there can be no winner, only losers, 
and the losers will be a boy and his team, 
even if that team goes on and wins all of its 
remaining games. The situation developed 
several years ago when Madoc’s minor 
hockey system was at low tide and 
Marmora’s system was strong. 

At that particular time, Madoc did not 
have many OMHA teams playing in the 
league. If a parent wanted his boy to play 
OMHA hockey. he had to take him to 
another centre. To do this, he would first 
have to obtain a release from the minor 
hockey system within the boundaries that 
he was presently living with the reason for 
the release being that that hockey system 
was not supplying him with an OMHA 
team at the level in which he was capable 
of playing. In this case, the Madoc Minor 
Hockey System granted the release for that 
boy for that year and he began playing 
hockey in the Marmora system. He has 
continued to play in that system since that 
time and it wasn't until late in the season 
this vear that a problem arose. 

During those past few years. Madoc has 
been attempting to rebuild their minor 
hockey system and have gradually built up 
that system to the point where they are 
now entering four OMHA teams in the 
juvenile. midget. bantam and pee wee 
levels and that is the root of the problem. 
The boy who travelled ta Marmora several 
years ago to play hockey because his own 


area’ was not supplying that calibre of ~~ 


hockey. is now cligible to play on a team 
from the Madoc area, but. after coming up 
through the Marmora system. establishing 
friendships and loyalties with that system 
and after playing the entire regular season 
this vear in that system. a complaint has 
been lodged by a member of the Madoc 
Minor Hockey Association without the 
consent of the entire association resulting 
in the boy being banned from further play 
with that team4Marmora) and leaving him 
with only two alternatives. to play with the 
Madoc team (against) his former. team- 
rates). or to refrain from playing hockey 
for the remainder of the year. which is 
really no choice at all. 
THE RULE © 

The rule. on page 41 of the Ontario 
Minor Hockey Association manual of 
operations for 1979-80 under player 
cligibility. states. “Players must play in 
the nearest centre by recognized road 
which has an OMHA team entered in each 
series in which he is eligible to play."" But. 
to add to the dilemma. there is also the 
“right of choice” rule, which serves to 
further cloud the issue. while supporting 
the above eligibility rule and also gives a 
clue as to how a person can get around 


_ these rules. which we will discuss later in 


this article. 

The “right of choice” rule states. “A 
boy eligible for OMHA play but not 
resident in a centre with a club entered in a 
series for which he is eligible. shall be 
given a choice of the club he will play for 
when the difference in distance from his 
residence, over well-travelled road, always 
measuring by the shortest possible route. 
to the two or more centres concerned, does 
not exceed five miles, but. will not be 
permitted to bypass a centre to play for 
another centre in the ‘same neral

Puthe main sdeeg for rules like the above 
is that players from one area will not be 
allowed to play hockey for another centre 
when they should be playing for the centre 
in which they live and that is also supplying 
a road team in the same age bracket.

systems. In reality, it ensures that one 
centre has at least an equal chance to 
compete against an pe ae centre 
without its better players abdicating to the 
strongest centre and creating very lopsided. 
scores..In the case we are dealing with, 


both Marmora and Madoc Minor Hockey 


Associations were willing to overlook the 
rule so that a boy could play where he 
wanted to. Harry Smith decided to take the 
issue on himself and upset the applecart, 
which he did very effectively.

minor hockey associations feel that 
you would not have to travel too far to find 


similar cases, which is neither here nor 


there if it is mutually agreed unless it 
means that another boy could be forced to 
sit out another year for the same reason. 
While we were working on this article, a 
similar story appeared on'the front page of 
the Globe and Mail. Stephen Hynes, @ 
hockey payee in Edmonton, has gone 
through a similar experience although his 
family did find a loophole. 

Edmonton has been Uivided into four 
zones for the purpose of registration and 
Stephen played in one of those zones last 
year. His family moved to @ new 
neighbourhood before the start of this 
hockey season and Stephen was told he 
would have to play for the team in that 
zone, even though he wasn't interested in 
playing hockey if he couldn't play for his 
old team. To get around the residency rule, 
his family granted legal guardianship of 
their son to another family so that the boy 
could play with his old team. An argument 
has ensued between his former coach and 
the team he was supposed to play with. 
Then, on Saturday (the day after the first 
story was published by the Globe and Mail)

“You'd think they would have some idea 
when they announce the program...’ Mr. 
Schavo said. **...you just have to eee 
asking for information...perhaps your MP 
(Clark Rollins) might have more informa- 
tion on this if you asked him.” 

The new stuff out of the way. Mr. Schavo 
was free to rehash the old. In truth, it was 
very little Mr. Schavo's fault that he was 
saying most of these things for the second 
time in two years. Nobody had bothered to 
take his advice the first time. 

Among the things council heard: 

- the best industrial site is one with high 
penne exposure, i.¢. along a highway. In 

armora 's case land that is visible from 
Highway 7 is preferable with land along 
Highway 14 running a close.second. 

- The best way to attract industry is to 
aggressively woo it. This means an 
industrial committee as a back up to an 
industrial commissioner. 

The best bet for an industrial 
commissioner for a small village is a retired 
person willing to work for out-of-pocket 
expenses, i.e. a person who wants to help 
his community and wants to be active. 

- An industrial commission should be a 
working body. ‘‘not one that just gets 
together and talks over good old times.” 
Mr. Schuvo said (Mr. Schavo was the 
official responsible for liaison with the 
Marmoraton Mine Special Manpower 
Committee which operated through most of 
1979). 

- The best kinds of industry for Marmora 
are probably industries manufacturing 
lightweight. expensive materials such as 
vlectronic or computer equipment. This 


_makes transportation a much less 


important factor in determining cost. For 
heavier industries. Marmora’s 120 mile 
distance from Toronto is probably a very 
negative factor. (Eastern Ontario Stove 
Work's Glenn Mawer attended the 
mecting and said that the cost of shipping 
in material from Toronto was consider- 
able). 

- The problem of annexing land in the 
township was probably not a major one. 
The township was not likely to stand in the 
way and private individuals were not likely 
to block industry coming in. The Ministry 
of the Environment which also has a say in 
these things. would not likely oppose such 


a move unless it affected the performance 
of the sewage treatment plant. 

- The most amusing thing was probably 
the province’s assistance for industrial 

ks. In order to get the assistance you 

ave to prove a need. In this case need 
would be proved by-showing that people 
had wanted to locate in Marmora and 
hadn't because there was no park. Mr. 
Schavo did not disa with Vic Provost's 
assessment, that ““We have to go out and 
find someone, ask them to locate here, 
convince them, tell them we don’t have any 
land to offer, get turned down, and go back 
to you and tell you we got turne down 
because we don't have any land."’ Mr. 
Schavo did think the capsulization a little 
harsh. however. ; 

To say that the meeting was fruitless 
would not be true. Reeve Grant Airhart 
announced towards the end of the meeting 
that he would be requesting at a joint 
meeting of councils (Rawdon, Marmora 


and Lake, Deloro and the village) on Feb. . 


8. that each municipality put up some 
money to fund an industrial commission. 
Councillors Hanley. Provost and Bennett 
have already established themselves as 
strong proponents of an industrial 
commission, so council seems to be moving 
unanimously towards this development.

Act came into effect on December 1, 1979, 
and Ontario drivers no longer have the 
option of paying $150 into the Motor 
Vehicle Accident Claims Fund,”’ said Mr. 
Thompson, referring to the fund that 
compensated victims of hit-and-run and 
uninsured drivers. “And there are stiff 
pensities for drivers caught without 
insurance 5 

The fund will continue to pey claims to 
victims of accidents caused by uninsured 
drivers where no insurance company in 
involved, explained fund director ic 
Miles. But in the vast majority of cases, 
motorists injured by uninsured drivers 


a you'd be wise to have at least 

Third party liability insurance doesn't 
cover damage to your own.car, Therefore, 
Mr. Miles also recommends collision and 
com msive coverage to most drivers. 
**Collision insurance may not be necessary 
if your car isn't worth much, but with 
repairs so costly, it's a must for the more 


er . automobile.’ 
¢ advises drivers to. buy collision 
policies with no less than $250 deductible, 
the nt the consumer pays while the 
insurer picks up the rest of the tab. “Hf you 
nive $100 deductible; you'll have to pay 
higher premiums for the $150 difference.” 
‘omprehensive insurance which comp- 
ensates for theft, vandalism, broken 
windshields and other specified losses is 
advisable for all vehicles, said Mr. Miles. 
“But probably the most important thing 
to remember, particularly if you're a 


first-time insurance buyer, is to shop 
around for the best deal,”’ he said, Because 
the industry is competitive, rates can vary 
greatly. 

“Ask your insurance agent to compare 
the different rates for the company he 
deals with. Because each agent represents 
specific companies, it's best to comparison 

in order to get @ — of 
what's available,”’ said Mr. Miles 

Some consumers did not buy insurance 
because of the high premiums charged for 
their classification, Mr. Miles pointed out. 
“Whilethe insurance industry has assured 
us that coverage will be available for 
everyone, high-risk drivers can ex to 

ay more,’ he said. ‘After all, the 
insurance company is taking a greater 
chance with a driver who has been in a few 
accidents or had impaired driving 
convictions." 

However, some changes in the classifica-

tion system will be phased in over the 


ensuing years, said Lear Wood, director of 


insurance services. ‘“The ministry and the 
industry are developing a plan for a rating 
system placing more emphasis on driving 
record and years.of ex nce rather than 
sex or age,’ he said. "By charging young 
drivers higher premiums than older ones 
with the same record and experience, the 
existing system goes —— the principle 
of being innocent until proven guilty.’ 

“We don't intend to subsidize bad 
drivers; we simply want the good drivers to 
be judged on an equal basis. But once 
drivers have established bad records 
they'll probably pay higher premiums than 
they would under the existing system,” 
said Mr. Wood. 

“Because we're making motor vehicle 
insurance compulsory, we feel an 
obligation to eliminate unfair discrimina- 
tion,” added Mr. Thompson. ‘‘And, unlike 
some no-fault insurance other jurisdictions 
have introduced, this system is based on 


isuch as hit-and-run or out-of-province 
drivers, for example will be compensated 
by their own insurance companies after 
March 1, 1980.

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Saskatchewan 
celebrating 75th 
birthday this year

1980 is the year to Celebrate 
Saskatchewan, as this province marks its 
75th birthday with a year of special 
activities and projects. 

All activities are directed to the three 
themes of the year: Visions, Heritage and 
Celebrate. 

Visions 


The theme Visions '80 is intended to 
encourage Saskatchewan residents to feel 
that their personal visions can affect the 
future of the province. Now is the time to 
act on good intentions - to plant a tree; to 
become energy conscious; to take a course 
or start a new hobby. It’s the time to 
become involved in government decision- 
making and community organizations; to 
speak out on ea ublic issues - in short, to 

ass on the best heritage possible for 
uture generations. 


Heritage 

It is not difficult to understand why 
residents have a rapidly changing vision of 
their province and the challenges ahead. 

It was a very different land that achieved 
provincial status in 1905. 

A few years earlier, in 1896, the federal 
government instituted a policy to bring 
settlers to Western Canada and they came! 
They came from Eastern Canada, the 
United States, Britain, France, Germany 
and eastern Europe - the Doukhobors, the 
Mennonites and the Ukrainians among 

them - all homesteaders. 

For $10. any male over 18 could buy a 
quarter section of land, (160 acres) if he 
would live part time on it and break 30 
acres in three years. 

Saskatchewan now accounts for 45 


percent of Canada’s cultivated land, 25 


percent of her agricultural income, and has 
both oil and mineral resources. 

The residents (population 950,000) live 
primarily in the southern half of the 
province. In addition to descendants. of 
homesteaders, there are 85,000 Metis and 
the highest percentage of North American 
Indians of any province. 

Wheat set the pattern for community 
development in Saskatchewan. as railways. 
towns and grain elevators spread west 
together. 

Saskatchewan's heritage can be disco- 
vered in more than 100 historic sites. 
muscums and art galleries which focus on 
early’ settlement. the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police. and natural history. 

Visitors and residents alike can combine 


celebration activities with an exploration of 


the province's scenery and recreation. 
The Heritage Trail, with its centre at 
North Battleford. takes the visitor to 
Frenchman Butte, sité of one of the last 
battles of the 1885 Rebellion. when Louis 
Riel led the struggle for Metis rights. 
The first trading post was established at 
the confluence of the Battleford and North 
Saskatchewan Rivers in 1786. Fort

For most of Ontario, this has been 
winter of little snow, to the cha. in of 
skiers. But for the natural wor d, the 
influence of snow cover is also very 
important. 

ne of the first serious looks at the 
ecological importance of snow came from a 
Russian scientist named Formozov in the 
1940s. He grouped wildlife into three types 
. “chionophobes."” who avoid snow by 
migrating southwards; *‘chioneuphores.” 
such as moose, fox, and mice, who can 
tolerate snowy ‘winters; and ‘‘chionio- 
philes”. of snow-lovers, such as the 
snowshoe hare and ptarmigan that actively 
adapt to a snowy environment. Perhaps 
Formozov was ahead of his time - his labels 
sound like Lasgo from pop psychology 
that you Could apply to your neighbours. 

A blanket of snow is aptly named. Its 
insulating value ensures that even when 
winter air temperatures fluctuate wildly, 
climate beneath the snow remains stable at 
just below freezing. In this sheltered 
world, the secret.communities of woodland 
mice. voles and shrews tunnel their way 
from one grassy tussock to another. safe 
from both winter storms and searching 
owls. 

In a mild and snowless winter such as 
this. that shelter is missing. and the 
continuous freeze-thaw cycle robs forage 
vegetation of its nutrition. If these 

conditions persist. the po ulations of these 

small mammals suffer. Some researchers 
have suggested that the re ular population 
explosions and declines 0 mice and other 
small mammals are closely related to the 
previous year’s snow conditions. Because 
these communities are at the base of the 
food chain, the populations of foxes. 
coyotes, hawks and owls also tend to 
fluctuate in step with their prey. 

Ironically, the importance of snow was 
realized pets through studies on the 
effects of snowmobiles. These machines 
compact the snow, often making it too 
dense for small mammals to tunnel 
through. and allowing cold temperatures to 
penetrate. In areas of heavy. snowmobile 
usage. high mortality of both snow-loving 
animals and wintering plants can. result. 

For deer and moose, little snow means 
an easy winter. But for those tiny tunnel 
engineers of the forest floor, just the 
opposite ‘is true. For them. ‘thinking 
snow’’ is a matter of survival.

Another area where trouble is brewing 
for the farm community - outside of quotas 
and marketing boards - is in water 

ollution. The magazine, Consulting 
Zngineer, an American publication, 
suggests in a recent issue that much of the 
water pollution in American lakes and 
rivers is coming from seepages and 
run-offs from the land. And the pollutants 
are farm chemicals. Dangerous levels of 
herbicides and pesticides have been found 
in water in rural communities. 

Billions of dollars have been spent by 
major industries and much more will have 


to be funneled into clean-up projects before .

Vietnamese Boat People suffer eight 
months of humiliation 


The tragedy of the Vietnamese Boat 
People was really brought home to us this 
week as Thai and Khanh, the brother and 
sister, told their story to us. Not wanted in 
their own country, they were forced to pay 
for the privilege of leaving the country on a 
boat measuring 24 metres by five metres 
that carried passengers. And just 
boarding the boat gave them no assurance 
that they would then arrive safely at their 
destination. Thai pirates, starvation, thirst 
and a very uncompromising sea stood 
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between them and their destination. 
Arriving at their destination, Malaysia, 
they were greeted by more people who did 
not want them and lined the beaches to 
throw stones’at the boats to prevent them 
from landing. If they were successful in 
landing, they were given a very narrow 
strip of beach, surrounded by police and 
military forces and told to keep themselves 
healthy so that they could leave as quickly 
as possible.

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and much more in the cight months and 
eight days that it took them to reach 
Canada after leaving Vietnam. They left 
Saigon, spent saverel days in Rachgia and 
were finally allowed to board the above 
described boat, with one small overnight 
bag per person as luggagé, which was to 
prove to be only the. beginning of their 
hardships. All of the people had been told 
that the boats would supply their food 
while on the journey but, fortunately, many 
of them had the forethought to bring some 
food. When their food finally ran out, the 
food supplied by the boat was far from 
nourishing and the menu was not exactly 
what you would call varied. It consisted of 
very small portions, of what Thai called 
“‘porridge’’, a mixture of water and rice, 
with more water than rice. 

As we said, 600 people were crowded on 
this small boat with another hundred 

ple crowded on a much smaller boat 
that would‘ accompany them on their 
voyage. Three people died before they 
would see land again, an amazingly low 
number when consider the way they 
were forced to live du that trip. 

They were only a couple of days away 
from land when the first Thai pirate boat, a 
fishing vessel! manned by fishermen with 
the identifying number on the boat 
concealed by a patch of cloth, came along 
side and boarded them. These pirates were 
described by Thai as ‘skilled in searching 
for the valuables of the people on board the 

yats’’, and were not averse to using 
knives and guns to obtain the valuables of 
the Boat People. All jewellery and any 
other valuables would soon be in the hands 
of the pirates and the women would be 
raped. Several days later, they were again 
boarded by a Thai pirate boat. 

While frightened by these pirates, it was 
by no means the only ha ip they were 
facing. Crowded to the point where they 
would be forced to sleep on their feet, 
water and food were also major problems. 
With virtually no fresh water, some of the 
people tried to drink salt water and became 
very ill. To survive, they were often forced 
to drink their own urine. 

The arrival in Malaysia, a feat in itself 
considering that the Thai pirates also stole 
their compass and maps, was greeted with 
neither friendliness or hospitality, but: it 
had to be a major improvement over the 
boats. They were held in a provisional 
camp for four months. before moving to 
another camp that saw them classified as 
“legal refugees’’ with some help given to 
these people if Bags United Nations. Now 
the long wait for sponsorship began. 

Thai and Khanh were eventually 
sponsored by a group of people in Madoc, 

tario, Canada, and the last leg of the 
journey began. They boarded a plane that 
was to take them to Prestwick, Scotland, 
but even this was not accomplished without 
problems. They were forced to land in 
another country for twenty-five hours while 

rs were made to their plane. 

aving Scotland, they first set foot on 
Canadian soil at Gandes, Newfoundland, 
where another shock awaited them. When

were concrete plans directing us towards 
self-sufficiency. He added that the 
Premier of Ontario had supported the 
budget, but Vastokas disagreed, mating 
that Davis had not specifically supporte 
the budgét and had travelled to Florida to ~ 
avoid doing just that. He also quoted Davis 
as saying that the budget would -create 
severe hardships for the average Ontarian 
and that Davis objected to the massive 
amounts of money allocated to Alberta.

He felt that people shouldn't 
have hardships put on them but added that 
people must vote for strong representation 
as the previous Tory representative (prior 
to Vankoughnet) was not in the house when 
the law was passed.

Vankoughnet had supported the 18 cents a 
galion excise tax, feeling that it was 
necessary or we would face dire 
consequences down the road. Arsencault 
felt the 18 cents was only the tip of the 
iceberg, stating that the raise in gas prices 
would show up in everyday prices at the 
foodstores as well.

with the Director, Mr. Bergeron, Larry 
MacDonald and Christine Bakaar, Heads 
of Family Services and Children’s Services 
respectively. The first show will be aired at 
7:30 p.m. on Wednesday, February 13, 
1980 


in 1971 the Society underwent a change 
of name, the more familiar title being that 
of the Children’s Aid Society, by which it 
has always been known, but because of its 
involvement in a total family service, the 
name was altered to describe the wider, 
overall activity. 

The aim of the Family and Children’s 
Services has always been to look after the 
interests of children up to the age of 
sixteen years, where parental control has 
proved to be lacking or inadequate, and 
where there is little or no rapport between 
the child and the parents. 

Recent legislation, however, has now 
made it possible for the extension of the 
age limit to eighteen years for involvement 
by the Society where it can be seen that 
assistance or guidance is desirable. 

The Family and Children’s Services 
operates under the mandate and the 
Peony of the Child Welfare Act of 
1978, but it is interesting to note that the 


authorities originally had to bring an - 


abused child before the courts under the 
Cruelty to Animals Act for their protection.

This enlightened the legislators to enact a 
subsequent legislation which has become 
the basis of our existing child welfare 
5, 

Society, says Mr. Bergeron, aims to 
protect the children and have them brought 
up in an atmosphere divorced from cruelty, 
family disruption and abuse, making every 
effort, first and foremost, to help the 
families to live together, rather than have 
them split up whenever such action is 
possible. The Society encourages families 
to continue to function effectively as a 
family unit. 

Andre Bergeron the Director, outlines 
the main problems generally faced by his 
colleagues, in the first of the televised 

rogrammes. Larry MacDonald refers to a 
ack of knowledge and understanding on 
the part of the parents, who, he states, love 
their children but don’t really LIKE them, 
and that the same applies in reverse to the 
children themselves, who love _ their 
parents but don’t LIKE them, and find it 
generally difficult to relate to them. 

In some cases it is advisable, says Mrs. 
Bakaar, for the benefit of both parties, to 
locate foster homes for the children, not 
necessarily on a permanent basis, but for a 
sufficient period of time to help bring about 
a better understanding in their own home 
environment. 

Larry MacDonald says that the foster 
parents-and the group home operators are 
the backbone of the organization, and 
without them the Family and Children’s 
Services would not be able to carry out 
their mandate under the Child Welfare 
Act. The Society relies to a large extent on 
the co-operation of the public in reporting 
instances of child abuse, but it is 
emphasized that all communications are 
held in the strictest confidence and the 
names of informants are never disclosed. 

The Family and Children’s Services is 
carrying on a daily. fight against child 
abuse and doing-a@ magnificent job of 
rotecting these children, at the same time 
elping them to regain the advantages of a 
normal life. :

lack of rain in the spring

is no reason to panic at this point. 
“You really have to wonder what this 
summer holds for us because history 
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indicates that this same lack of snow if 


occurred in 1974 when Northern Ontarjo’ 
had so many fires. They had no snow and 
no rain in the spring and, if we get the 
same conditions this year, we could 
definitely have a problem. It all depends on 
old man weather at this point.” He 
explained that the normal cycle sees the 
Water table rise significantly in the’spring 
but, if we don't get sufficient rain in the 
spring, this cycle will be interrupted and 
the water level will be low. ‘‘At the present 
time, the water level is about normal, at 
mat 1 haven't heard of any wells. going 
ry. 

if an adequate amount of rain does not 
fall during the spring and early summer, 
he feels that this area could be facing a 
very different series of fires from the norm. 
“Spring fires in dry conditions burn very 
deeply and are extremely hard to 
extinguish. We may have no increase in 
the number of fires, but these deep 
burning fires require the crews, to stay on 
them longer.’’ In preparation for this 
situation, the Ministry has increased the 
number of pumps for this summer from 
twelve to eighteen. 

‘‘The criticahtime is probably the month 
of April. The rainfall in April sets the tone 
for the whole summer. If you have high 
‘water tables in the spring, they will get you 
through two or three weeks of drought in 
the summer, but if your tables are low to 
begin with and you get drought conditions, 
it creates a serious problem. 

People involved in fighting fires for 
many years, as Doug Mumford has been, 
feel that critical fire years in ten or 
eleven year cycles. This year is only five 
years into the present cycle that Mumford 
feels peeked in 1975 in this area. The 
ministry takes no chances however. They 
are already working on their program for 
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this year at two levels. First, they work on a 
plan for a normal situation, but they also 
incorporate plans to beef up their normal 
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operation. This includes the location and 
transportation of additional crews to the 
area and, before that can be done, the 
location of ne as helicopters, 

edy transportation of men and 
equipment. Another step that could be 
implemented in a high risk situation is the 
beefing up of the detection services so that 
the fires are Gétected earlier and the 
firefighting crews get on them before they 
really get going. 

As Mumford says, there is no cause for 
alarm at this point-but our spring weather 
can give a solid indication as to what to 
expect during the summer. “Even our long 
range forecasts don’t indicate any 
appreciable amount of snowfall, so the rain 
in the spring wall be critical."

unne. Farmers got only 14 cents more. 
Breakfast cereals increased by 11 cents at 
the retail level but only one cent at the 
farm level. 

Every survey, of course, must be 
suspect. Much depends on who is paying 
whom to make the survey. The federation 
has a good track record over the years, 
though. When its figures have been 
questioned at other times, it has been able 
to substantiate them. 

The federation suggests that, this time, 
its figures are on the conservative side. If 
anything, the statistics understate the 
margin between what shoppers pay and 
what farmers receive, the federation 
claims. 

I'm inclined to believe the farmers. They 
have had their surveys questioned too 
often by consumers to be caught out this 
time. The newest federal inquiry into the 
chicken marketing board has them 
sharpening their pencils to prove their 
points. : 

What the survey says to me is that the 
multi-national companies are getting the 
biggest share of the food-price increases. 

e big chains own or control the retail 
stores, the wholesale outlets, the transpor- 
tation companies, the processing compan- 
ies, the packaging companies, the flour 
mills, the sugar refineries and even some 
of the loan companies. They have a lot 
more clout with both the banks and the 
government than a single farmer. 

The prices used by the federation to 
come up with the figures are based on a 
survey of five Toronto-area my bok grt 
A&P, Dominion, Loblaws, Miracle Mart 
and Food City. Where there was a choice, 
the federation said the lowest price was 
taken. 

A classic example of where the money 
goes was cited recently by Mel Swart, the 
NDP consumer affairs critic from Welland- 
Thorold. When the price of milk went up a 
couple of months ago, farm prices 
increased -by 2.9 cents a quart, an 
increase farmers proved they needed 
through the increase in production costs. 
But processors’ margins went up by five 
cents a quart at the same time. 

Dairy industry profits, says Swart, have 
increased dramatically. Becker's profits 
went from $506,000 in 1977 to $2.27 million 
in 1978. Silverwood profits went from 
$561,000 to $1,518, and Dominion 
Dairies went from $4.1 million to $5.1

A conservation ethic 


When the winter — of February 
crackle with frost outside, the attraction of 
throwing another log on the fire and 
curling up with a-good book becomes 
almost ‘irresistible. If you have ever 
wondered why some folks seem to feel so 
strongly about the preservation of nature, 
I'd recommend one book in particular to 
eXplain that compulsion. ; 

‘A Sand County Almanac’’ was written 
thirty years ago by a conservationist named 
Aldo Leopold, but its enduring relevance 
makes it a classic. Leopold makes no 
attempt to hide his bias; the opening words 
of his book firmly set his theme: “‘There 
are some who can live without wild things, 
and some who cannot. These essays are the 
delights and dilemmas of one who 
cannot."’ 


From a series of ‘sketches’ garnered 
from his weekend retreat and his travels. 
Id weaves together the strands of a 
lifetime of conservation into a concluding 
chapter on ethics - a reminder that man is 
part of a world-wide ecological community, 
and that land is more than simply a 
commodity for the real estate market. 
Along the way, he touches on a host of 
issues still controversial today: threats to

wilderness by recreational over-develop- 
ment and motorized gadgets; the ethics of 
hunting; the obligations of landowners to 
husband their land rather than simply 
exploit. 

All this sounds like pretty heavy reading. 
but in fact it is not. Leopold's informal style 
and vivid use of examples makes the 
‘Almanac’ a delightful fireside compan- 
ion. But be warned - the 12. of his word 
sketches is likely to sidetrack anyone with 
the slightest interest in nature into 
daydreams of their own, and you are likely 
to find yourself coming back to favourite 
ae again and again like an old 

nds. 

Despite Aldo Leopold's untimely death 
fighting a grass fire on.a neighbour's farm 
th'rty years ago, his lessons on humanity 
continue to sound like they could have been - 
written yesterday: ‘‘Our igger-and-better 
society is now like a hypochondriac, so 
obsessed with its own economic health as 
to have lost the capacity to remain 
healthy.”’

Skiing can be a complex and highly 
technical sport. The + t consists of 
five elements: boots, skis, poles, 
and ski or brakes. It is important 


that everything suits the skier and 
purpose, for maximum safety. 


Get advice from the pro! 
Many sporting sales people have 
an all-around knowledge of sports 


equipment without specializing in any one 
field. However, stores that specialize to ski 
equipment employ specialists with a high 
degree of ski technique. Consumers w 
don't know much a ski equipment 
should consult these professionals. 
Employees in a specialized ski shop need 
a ey knowledge of physics, chemistry 
and anatomy to know the effects of speed 
and stress on the foot, the boot, the 
binding, the skis, safety straps or brakes, 
poles -- in short, they have to know every 


aspect of skiing- 


Straps or brakes 

Only a year ago, the Ministry of 
Consumer and Commercial Relations 
amended The Elevator and Lift Act to allow 
alpine skiers to use tows and without the 
traditional safety or retention straps and 
instead equip their skis with brakes or ski 
stoppers. 

e straps were designed mainly to keep 
skis from falling off while skiers are using 
tows and lifts, and from injuring anyone on 
the slopes below, or to keep skis from 
sliding downhill alone in the event of a fall, 
injuring other skiers. 

These straps, however, proved to be 
rather hazardous in a fall: the skis 
remained attached to the skier, creating a 
so¢alled windmilling action and often 


_Setiously injuring the skier in the downhill 


tumble. . = 
» The brakes, or ski stoppers, prevent this 
type of accident. When the skier falls, the 
foot is released from the ski; the stoppers, 
working on a spring action, pop out and 
stop the ski from sliding down the hill, This 
way, the fall is not compounded by cuts 
and hits from the skis, and there are not 
runaway skis. 


Safety first 
Although statistics showing a difference 

in safety between brakes and reténtion 
straps are not yet available, the industry 
has no doubts about the superiority of the 
brakes in terms of safety and convenience. 
In the past year, saleg of skis with brakes or 
stoppers have far gut-numbered sales of

Q. My husband has a farm tractor that he

A. The taxability of any income derived 
from this particular source, where there is 
a joint ownership, depends: entirely on 
which of the partners bs PY the money 
that originally purchased the property or 
business. In most cases, it comes entirely 
from the husband. Unless the wife has 
money of her own that she earns herself, or 
she had money that was left to heg to invest 
in the farm, it is always considered for tax 

urposes to be the husband's income. A 
husband and wife may operate a 
partnership where they both invest their 
own property in or are actively engaged in 
the business of farming. 


Q. The farm I operate is about 10 miles 
from town. During the summer months we 
live on the farm, then move to town for the 
winter months. May I claim on my income 


tax return, expenses such as taxes and 


repairs on our townhouse, for the portion of 
the year during which we live in it?

allowable as a deduction from income.

A. Travelling expenses incurred while 
travelling to and your farm may not 
be claimed as a deduction from your rental 
income.

When the sm oke cleared Monday 
night, Vankoughnet had collected 
14,186 votes, beating Liberal oppo- 
nent Ron Vastokas by 1,110 votes. 
Vastokas won 13,076 votes, and 
nearly cashed in on the national 
trends that led to the return of the 
Trudeau Liberals to Ottawa. In 
fact, all P.C. incumbents in the 
area had similar difficulties ward- 
ing off Liberal opponents. In this, 
considered a: ‘safe’ Tory strong- 
hold, Liberals neared their Conser- 
vative opponents, but failed to beat 
tradition. “ 

Voter turnout in the riding.wa 
down from last year’s May 22 
figures. Last year, about 35,000 
trooped to the polls, and 17,669

votes, while NDP candidate Kevin 
Arsenault got 5,817. 

On Monday, about 27,000 voters 
appeared at the polls. Vastokas, 
with a solid organization inthe 
north part of the riding, picked up 
2,000 more votes in spite of the 
reduced turnout. Arsenault im- 
proved his total by about 100. Bill 
Vankoughnet slipped by 3,500, 
largely due to losses in the south.

Letter to the Editor 


Dear Sur,- 

Your article of February 13, 1980, 
‘Hydro: trying to deal with the energy 
crisis"’ outlines many of the problems 
facing Ontario Hydro in the years ahead. 
indeed, keeping accurate pace with 
fluctuating electricity demand is a 
momentous task. 

There are, however, several points | 
would like to clarify. The 45 per. cent 
surplus you mention isn't the mammoth 
blunder you saddle us with. In actual fact, 
the surplus - over and above what we need 
to maintain a reliable supply of power - ts 
about 17 per cent. That takes into account 
our planned reserve of 25 per cent, which 
allows us to take units dut of service for 
repaits, perform warranty inspections and 
general indintenance it also allows us to 
run the most-€fficient generating stations 
most, and only use the older or more 


expensive stations when demand peaks. 
y second point might seem a little odd 
- coming from a public relations man - but 
although I'd like to agree with you. Ontario 
residents don't pay the lowest electricity 
rates in the world - we're very close 
though. Quebec's vast water resources 
gives them a bit of an ay over Ontario 
residents. Their average bills, based on 
1000 kilowatt hours are about $24 - $26. 

Last. but not least, I have to.tell you that 
your history books are a little behind the 
times. Sir Adam Beck founded Ontario 
Hydro in 1906, not 1918. 

I hope you don’t think I'm jumping on an 
otherwise excellent story, because your 
objective views are appreciated.

Effective March 1, 1980, no owner of a 
motor vehicle shall operate the motor 
vehicle or cause or permit the motor 
vehicle to be operated on a highway unless 
the motor vehicle is insured under a 
contract of automobile insurance. The 
penalty for doing so. or producing an 
insurance card that is not valid is a 
minimum fine of $500 and maximum fine of 
$2500 plus your driver's licence may be 
suspended for up to one year.

The first time, | thought they 
were farmers’ wives. | mean. who would 
picture a couple of attractive. middle-aged 
women running their own hog farm? 

l soon iearned differently. Not long ago. 
| was a panel member in Blyth when the 
local federation held a discussion on 
farming and the press. Bev. Brown. 
although never domineering, asked some 
of the most intelligent questions of the 
panel.in a charming yet forthright manner

that endeared her to the panel and the 
entire gathering. 

The secret of their success is cleanliness. 
Their barn, from all the reports I have 
heard. is as clean as their kitchen - maybe 
cleaner because they enjoy working in the 
barn more than in the kitchen. One 
neighbouring hog producer told me he 
would not flinch if he had to eat off the barn 
floor when they are finished scrubbing and 
disinfecting. The floors are absolutely 
sterile. 


They take not only a broom but a vacuum 
cleaner to their barn. They use pressure 
hoses and even stee! wool when they scrub 
out about once a year when the feeder barn 
is cleared. 

They proudly point to the fact that they 
have never had a trace of either virus 


pneumonia or rhinitis. common hog 
diseases. 
And when they hear about TGE, a 


common disease which kills young pigs. 
they even stop the feed truck if it has come 
from other deliveries and disinfect the 
wheels with a spray bomb before allowing 
the driver to approach the feed bins. 

Not only do they disinfect the barn, thes 
take care to clean and disinfect shovels and 
forks. Manure forks, that is. 

At an OFA mecting some years ago. Bes 
was talking to a small group during a coffee 
break. 

“We don'teven go into the barn without 
a change of clothes.”” she laughed. "We 
have foot baths of disinfectant all over the 
place. If doctors and nurses in hospitals are 
so finiok¥ ubout keeping things sterile. why 
shouldn't we do the same thing? We're 
dealing with animals who are more 
susceptible to discase than children!”

An alternative to prison bars 


Recently, there has been much publicity 
given to vandalism and other minor crimes 
that could result in a person's incarceration 
in jail or long term probation. While laws 


_ are laid down to deal with these crimes, it 


is sometimes felt that, while these laws are 
the only way to deal with some of the 
lawbreakers, they can put undue hardships 
on some people's shoulders while not 
putting enough on others and, if certain 


ple are forced into contact with more 


established criminals, their life as ~a 
criminal may only be sped up. People are 
now beginning to believe that there is 
another way to handle the situation that 
can benefit everyone involved, and 
espécially the community, and one of these 
programs has been on trial in Belleville 
since 1974 with some amazing results. This 
rogram is now on the verge of bein 
introduced into smaller communities suc 
as Madoc, Marmora, Tweed and Bancroft. 
COSP, Community Oriented Sentencing

it helps to have a basic knowledge of 
insulation, to choose a reputable contrac- 
tor, and to read any contract very carefully 
before signing it. 

The ray, Canadian Home Insulation 
Program, CHIP, suggests that the cost of 
most home insulation can be reco 
within five years, and that proper 
insulation can significantly reduce the 
annual fuel bill. That sounds like a good 
investment. 


insulation: What kind? How much? 

Some parts of your home will probably 
require more added insulation than others. 
The attic and roof areas usually get the 
most attention - and the most dollars - 
because the heat rises and can escape 
through the roof into the cold air. 

Some common examples of insulation 
used today are: ‘loose fill insulation’ such 


as glass fibre. cellulose fibre, mineral fibre ° 


and vermiculite; ‘batt or blanket insula- 
tion’, usually made from glass or mineral 
fibre; ‘rigid board insulation’ (flammable) 
such as extruded polystyrene, expanded 
golystyrene, phenolic foam board, and 
polyurethane slabs; and ‘foamed insula- 
tion’ such as ureaformaldehyde and 
polyurethane foam (flammable). 

When choosing an insulation material, 
vou should consider water resistance. 
vacteria and vermin resistance, cost and 
ase of application. 

The capacity of the insulation to prevent 
veat transfer - a home's heat loss in winter 
ind heat gain in summer - is expressed in 
4-values. Different types of insulation have 
lifferent R-values; the Building Code 
Branch of the Ministry of Consumer and 
Commercial Relations recommends certain

Some people feel (qualified to insulate 
their own homes, but many people prefer 
to hire a reliable contractor for such a 
complex and sometimes difficult job.

Compile a list of 
three or four recommended contractors and 
check their reputation with the Better 
Business Bureau; deal with a local 
contractor who has earned a good 
reputation in the community.

Farmhouse burns as confusion reigns 


Wilfred L. Smith strode through the 
ruins of his home. Tuesday morning, and 
sadly surveyed once again his losses. His 
sons poked through the charred bricks to 
recover anything of value, but everything 
was consumed and blackened. Today, Mr. 
Smith is very angry. 

The Smith farmhouse, called “Sataloma’ 
was about 15 kilometres north-west of the 
village of Madoc. According to Smith, his 
neighbour David Foley spotted smoke 
coming from his house a little after 9 a.m. 
‘on Monday, February 25. Foley responded 
by contacting the township fire depart- 
ment. Later reports confirmed that the fire 
started in,a back kitchen where, a wood 
stove had been stoked that morning. There 
was no one in the house at that time. 

The township department arrived at the 
scene with three firefighters and 1500 
gallons of water a little after ten a.m. It 
appeared that the fire might be put out, 
but the department ran out of water. The 


truck raced to the village of Madoc for a- 


refill. but by the time they returned, it was 
too late. By the early afternoon, only the’ 
brick chimney was left standing and the 
rest of the house was ruined. : 

Confusion seems to be the best word to 
summarize what happened that morning at 
/ the Sataloma farm. According to Smith. 
the Madoc Village department was alerted 
to the fire soon after a call was placed to 
the township. but no response was 
forthcoming. 

“If they Had come when called,”’ says 
Mr. Smith bitterly. “they would have 
saved my house.” 

According to Madoc Township fire chief 
Gerry Morrison, the village fire depart- 
ment was called three times, but with no 
results. Smith says an initial call was 
placed by Earl Helps of the Co-op and at 
10:45 a.m.. the Madoc alarm went off. 

Madoc fire chief Bob Kirkwood blames 
the mishap on “poor communications with 
the Madoc Township fire department.” 
Before the Madoc trucks coild roll, there 
had to be absolute certainty that the trucks 
were needed before leaving the village 
with lessened protection. He described the 
present village township arrangement as 
“complicated”, 

Apparently. Madoc was alerted from 
Belleville that the township"brigade was at 
the scene. and calls were placed to 
neighbours of Smith to determine. after 
unsuccessful attempts to contact the 
township force. if their help was needed. 

The two fire rtments are not 
involved in a mutual aid ram, meaning 
a fire department automatically responds 


an | 


to fires beyond jurisdictional boundaries. 
The township and village have to. place 
requests and pay for the other's fire 
protection. But. as indicated in this 
emergency, formalities may have been 
standing in the way of action. 

‘it’s a damned shame that a house had 


to burn to the ground, but maybe now 4 
better system cin be arranged,”’ said 
Kirkwood. 

Part of the problem, too, was the 
deceptive spread of the fire. At one point. 
it was thought to be in control. But as Chief 
Morrison put it. the fire crept into the north

The details of the morning are still being 
sorted out, and we admit to confusion over 
times and places. But the final result was 
undeniable - Mr. Smith's house is gone.

everything,’’ he said, surveying the brick 
fille ‘foie ation of his home.

I don’t 
even know some of them, but they were 
here in a hurry and Stayed all the way 
through.”
